Many forms of discrimination are less drastic, but no
less unfair. For example, clothing in large sizes is either
unavailable or priced far higher than the amount of extra
material would justify. Insurance costs may be higher even
if the policy holder has met no health problem whatsoever.
Seating in public places, such as theaters, is often too
small to accommodate large people.

The rest of society is encouraged to discriminate
against fat people by the media. Advertising tends to show
thin people almost exclusively, and obesity is the subject
of considerable derogatory humor. Tuese practices
perpetuate the second-class status to which fat people have
recently been relegated; now, therefore, be it
